As 
usual, the depths of the disaster | 
become apparent somewhat be- | 
latedly. A great many persons, 
who hadn’t been to a baseball 
game in years but who had as-| 
sumed everyone else was a faith- | 
ful attendant, were shocked. They 
were not disturbed enough to re- 
sume attendance, but they do de- 
plore. 


Perhaps the most severe earth- 
shaker followed the disappear- 
ance of the Giants and the 
Dodgers from New York City. 
The Yankees, left with a mag- 
nificent monopoly, drew not more 
but fewer persons to see them 
perform. This didn’t make sense. 
But it remained an unpleasant 
fact of life. 


Chief Reason 


The Dodgers had been one of 
the chief reasons for winning the 
Second World War. All through 
that long agony of blood-letting 
there were those facile com- 
mentators who assured us the war 
was being fought to assure the 
privilege of going to the drugstore 
for a milkshake and rooting for 
the Brooklyn Bums. 


It is true that in the years 
when Your Uncle Wilbert Robin- 
son was managing the Brooklyns 
there was a sentiment about him 
and them. They were the reposi- 
tory of all the attractively human 
idiosyncrasies and frustrations. 


The nation took them to the na- 
tional bosom when Gink Hen- 
dricks, sent down to steal second 
when the base was occupied, 
pulled himself out of the dirt and 
screamed toward the bench, 
“After this it is every man for 
theirselves.”’ 


But the Dodgers also could play 
baseball. 


The Giants were Muggsy Mc-

‘Herter Plan 
Asks United, 


Free Berlin

GENEVA—Secretary of State Herter will present 
to the Big Four foreign ministers conference Thursday 
what is officially called “the Western peace plan” for 


Germany and Europe, 


This contains, according to an 
official press memorandum made 
available to the New York Times 
Wednesday night, an “‘indissolubly 
linked” series of proposais for the 
creation of a “‘united city of Ber- 
lin,” the political reunification of 


Germany and a security system 
for Europe. 


The official memorandum made 
these points about the step-by-step 


plan leading to German reunifica- 


tion: 


1. Berlin should be “united by 
free elections and its freedom 
guaranteed by the four powers 
(the United States, Britain, 
| France and the Soviet Union) dur-

2. A mixed commission of 25 
members from West Germany and 
10 from East Germany should be 
“set up immediately in order to 
draft an electoral law for all- 


German elections and to facilitate 


contacts (between East and West | 
Germany) necessary for the pro- | 
cess of the unification of Ger-| 
many.” | 


3. Meanwhile all-German elec- 
tions should be “postponed for a 
period of two-and-a-half years 
after the signing of the proposed 
four-power agreement.” 


It was obvious here Wednesday 
night not only that Soviet Foreign 
Minister Gromyko knew what was 
in the Western plan but that his 
government was opposed to the 
Western policy of linking political 
steps toward the unification of 
Germany and Berlin with military 
steps toward the security of 
Europe. 


Here is the way the intercon- 
nected three-phase Western plan 
would work: 


Phase One 


On the political side, the free 
and secret election in Berlin 
would be held under the control of 
the United Nations or the Big 
Four occupying powers. 


Berlin would remain, until Ger-

GENEVA—The Soviet and West. German foreign 
ministers conferred for 80 minutes Wednesday in a pri- 
vate meeting that confirmed the Germans’ belief that 
no settlement of the German problem is possible in the 


foreseeable future. 


The meeting of Von Brentano 
and Gromyko was their first con- 
tact outside the foreign ministers’ 
conference, It was held on Bren- 
tano’s initiative. But it was plan- 
ned as a courtesy call, such as 
Von Brentano had paid on the 
other ministers here, to last 15 
minutes or so. 


But when the courtesies were 
over Gromyko indicated he wanted 
to talk business. He laid down a 
tough line in his new untough 
manner, charging, among other 
things, that the West Germans had 
tried to “sabotage” the foreign 
ministers’ conference by agreeing 
last week to have their soldiers 
trained by the United States in 
the use of tactical atomic weapons. 


Under the agreement referred 
to by Gromyko, signed in Paris 
last Wednesday, the United States 
will train the roops of The Nether- 
lands, Greece and Turkey as well 
as of West Germany. 


According to West German 
sources, Von Brentano replied to 
this particular charge with a blunt 
statement that West Germany 
would live up to its responsibilities 
as a member of Western alliance. 


The West German Foreign Mini- 
ster recalled to Gromyko that the 
federal republic had always 
favored general disarmament and 
suggested that if Moscow wanted 
to halt the nuclear rearmament

WASHINGTON (AP)—John L. 
Lewis thundered Wednesday that 
labor control bills before Con- 
gress would “fasten a cast-iron 
chastity belt around the waists”’ 
of American workers. 


The 79-year-old United Mine 
Workers chief told a House La- 
bor subcommittee all these pro- 
posals to. curb union corruption 
would reduce workers to second- 
class citizens. He said there are 
plenty of laws already in effect 
to handle corruption. 


“Play fairly, ye givers of the 
law,” he counseled. 


DISMISSES TESTIMONY 


Lewis dismissed the abuses spot- 
lighted in Senate rackets hearings 
as isolated cases, and involving 
only ‘the dregs of the labor 
movement.” 


He likened the special Senate 
committee, headed by Sen. John 
L. McClellan (D-Ark), to “the 
Star Chamber under the Tudor 
kings, with a touch of the Span- 
ish Inquisition.” 


Lewis showed his old fighting 
style, delivering his arguments 
with a barbed thrust that made 
the committee members wary in 
their questioning.

RADAR WAS OUT 


The aircraft's weather radar 
wasn't working at the time, Cap- 
ital reported, but the company at- 
tached little or no significance to 
it.

But there was little evidence of 
fire among the bits of scat- 
tered wreckage, except for bits of 
scorched metal or parts of bodies.

TALLAHASSEE (UPI) — The 
Legislature quietly wrapped up 
the 44-senator, 103-member House 
reapportionment compromise Wed- 
nesday and called a special elec- 
tion Nov. 3 to let the people de- 
cide if it shall become law. 


Final legislative acceptance 
came without a word or murmur, 
ending a stalemate that had split 
North and South Florida into war- 
ring camps and kept the governor 
and legislators at each other’s 
throats since 1955. 

Sens. Turner Davis of Madison 
and Frank Houghton of St. Pe- 
tersburg were the lone holdouts, 
casting the only dissenting votes 
on the final roll call Wednesday. 


2 CHANGES PROPOSED 


Sent to the special ballot as a 
package were two proposed 
amendments to effect the compro- 
mise, but they will be voted on 
separately and the people can 
take one, both or neither. 


The first provides for the in- 
crease from 38 to 44 senators and 
from 95 to 103 House members, 
with all 14 new seats going to 
fast-growing counties. 


The same amendment that pro- 
vides for the increased represen- 
tation also puts off any further 
change in senatorial districts un- 
til 1971, and bases future reappor- 
tionment on ‘‘georgraphical size 
and economic affinity” as well as 
population. 


WOULD ALTER REVENUE 


The second propsal sent to the 
voters would write into the Con- 
stitution a requirement of present 
statutes that race track revenue 
be distributed equally among the 
67 counties, regardless of size. 

It is too early to forecast how 
the people will react to the com- 
promise, but a cross-section of 
editorial comment by Florida 
metropolitan daily newspapers in- 
dicates the election might be a 
close one.

We trust that newspapers, TV and 
radio will enable Americans to under- 
stand that the almost preposterous busi- 
ness of the shape of the conference table 
and the number of chairs assigned dele- 
gations at Geneva is merely the Russian 
plan to extract therefrom as much propa- 
ganda as possible. 

The Russians have attained the de- 
siied headlines in East Germany, Poland 
and Czechoslovakia by demanding equal 
billing for their delegations. They didn't 
get that— which they cynically didn’t 
care much about. But they got the head- 
lines. They appear as the protector of 
these dependent nations. 

The impression prevails that as soon 
as the Soviets have finished with their 
propaganda routine the Geneva confer- 
ence will get down to such limited busi- 
ness as it can transact. 

All signs point to a Soviet determi- 
nation to have a ‘summit meeting. 

The Communist Party has been called 
in June to implement plans for indus- 
trial reform and expansion. This in- 
cludes a step-up in automation and an in- 
crease in U.S. assembly line methods. 

In addition the U.S.S.R. has responded 
enthusiastically to the cultural and edu- 
cational programs. Symphony orchestras, 
pianists, and drama teams have gone to 
Russia from this country. We, in turn, 
have had Soviet dancers and musicians 
come here. Russian authorities now have 
requested a U.S. cast to present the play, 
“My Fair Lady.” 

Tourists are thronging Russia. Re- 
porters let us know that while the iron 
totalitarian hand retains firm control, 
there is a relaxing of terror and the 
people are allowed to talk with foreigners. 

All this would seem to add up to the 
fact that Moscow is planning to go right 
ahead with all propaganda and political 
aggression short of aggression by war. 

We—all the nations—seem to be en- 
gaged in writing a new book of inter- 
national relations. It is a critical time 
for us, requiring alertness, thinking and 
strength.

Business Upswing Is 


Real; So Is Inflation 


The huge decline in unemployment 
last month indicates the business upswing 
is continuing. It began approximately a 
year ago and announced plans of indus- 
try show we are entering a new period 
of expansion of undetermined duration. 

During the past century the American 
economy has undergone alternate periods 
of expansion followed by levelling off 
and even declines. The latter have been 
called recessions and the more severe ones 
have been labelled depressions. 

The average length of periods of rapid 
expansion in the past has been 27 months. 
But the 1954-57 expansion stage lasted 
for 35 months and carried the American 
economy to record heights. On an aver- 
age, the economy has expanded at a rate 
of about 3 per cent but in recent years 
this has not kept pace with the expand- 
ing population. ' 

Growth factors in the economy today 
are greater than at any time in the na- 
tion’s history. Changes so great that plan- 
ners.and the people in general are left 
behind are occurring. As Executive Edi- 
tor John Popham of the Chattanooga 
Times told Sigma Delta Chi Tuesday 
night, communications are hard pressed 
to keep abreast of “the. most fantastic en- 
vironmental changeover in history.” 

Uncertainties in the months ahead in- 
elude dangers of industrial strikes and a 
renewed wage-price spiral which spells 

Wage increases exceeding gains 
productivity and price increases be- 
yond reason have contributed to a “creep- 
g inflation” averaging between 2 and 
per cent a year.

Mental Health Reforms 


Require Coo peration 


Reforms in Georgia’s program for the 
treatment of mental illnesses in the final 
analysis depend to a very large extent 
upon an enlightened public opinion to- 
ward the entire problem. 

Authoritative addresses like the one 
Dr. Bruce Schaefer, chairman of the med- 
ical committee that investigated the Mil- 
ledgeville State Hospital, delivered Tues- 
day to the Civitan Club of Atlanta can ac- 
complish much in achieving the goal. 

The stigma attached to mental illness 
is being dissolved but the process is all 
too slow. When a sufficient number of 
Georgia citizens get away from the idea 
that a mental disturbance means an auto- 
matic life sentence to the Milledgeville 
State Hospital, as it all too often has 
been in the past, more progress will be 
made toward the establishment of screen- 
ing centers and activation of psychiatric 
wards. The idleness of the facility at 
Grady Hospital is a flagrant example of 
wasted potential. 

Among other points stressed in Dr. 
Schaefer’s address was the importance 
of the 12-man Advisory Committee on 
Mental Institutions which Gov. Vandiver 
is expected to appoint this week. The 
word “advisory” sometimes carries a 
weak connotation. Dr. Schaefer made it 
clear, though, that the medical commit- 
tee intended that the group being formed 
should exercise a powerful voice and ac- 
tually be the “ruling factor” of the state 
hospital and the state’s general program 
of mental health. 

The State Health Dept. should work 
very closely with the committee. The 
problems they face in bringing about 
sweeping reforms in the treatment of the 
mentally ill are much too important to 
allow for petty differences as to who will 
have the last word on each little detail.

Prevention of Decay Is 


Easier Than Rebuilding 


In a recent address to the American 
Council To Improve Our Neighborhoods 
in Newark, N.J., Adlai Stevenson pointed 
out that a dollar put into preventing 
urban decay is 10 dollars saved in sub- 
sequent rebuilding. 7 

This has been a costly lesson for 
American cities to learn. Scores of them 
are today undertaking or are about to 
undertake expensive urban renewal pro- 
grams largely brought about by neglect 
in former years. Lack of proper housing 
codes and adequate enforcement of than 
has been a major contributing cause of 
urban blight. All taxpayers now must 
share in the costs of rebuilding. 

There has been a national realiza- 
tion in the past few years that decay of 
our central cities is one of our major 
domestic problems. With more than 60 
per cent of our population residing in 
158 metropolitan areas, the great eco- 
nomic strength of the nation now de- 
pends upon maintaining the civic health 
of these centers. 

Atlanta, as we know, shares this na- 
tional. problem. We have neglected pre- 
vention. of decay and have been slow in 
moving toward clearing out costly slum 
areas. Even now the newly adopted 
housing code is slow to be enforced be- 
cause of lack of inspectors. Slum prop- 
erty is costly to everyone except its own- 
ers, who are content to draw high rents 
while spending little or nothing on im- 
provements. 

The cost of eradicating blight will be 
less in the long run than to let it spread 
along with its high costs to every tax- 
payer. And as Adlai Stevenson says, pre- 
vention of decay is far cheaper than its 
eradication. 

Atlanta’s program is at last almost 
ready to begin. It is important to every 
citizen in the area that there be no un- 
necessary delays.

Now Taxpayers Must Pay 
For Political Road-Building 


A plea for quality rather than quantity as the major considera- 
tion for Georgia’s road-building policy has been voiced frequently by 
this newspaper. In 1955 we predicted that political plundering of the 
highway fund to woo voters with more and more roads, giving little 
concern for quality, would lead to a state maintenance plight within 
a few short years. That plight is now upon us., 


Georgia roads shame the state. 
Many have literally collapsed. 
Most of the others are rippled 
with ruts and holes. Vehicle man- 
ufacturers cannot produce a car 
or truck which can stand the 
strain of Georgia roads without 
major maintenance costs. Tire 
manufacturers cannot, for all 
their improvements through re- 
search, yield a tire which will 
long endure the rough rumbie 
over Georgia’s washboard roads. 
The Senate committee on govern- 
ment operations says: 


“It is simply a plain state- 
ment of fact to say the upkeep 
and maintenance on the state 
highway system is in the very 
worst condition since the State 
Highway Dept. was organized 
nearly 40 years ago.” 

If anyone doubts that- political 
misuse of funds didn't bring 
about the road crisis, he only 
needs to look at highway depart- 
ment records to get on the right 
track. He would find that not 
only did the administrations of 
the past decade approve cheap- 
ness of laying roads; he would 
also find that they gave little re- 
gard for future maintenance 
needs. Only a fraction of the 
amount which any good 2ngineer 
could estimate would be needed 
to keep up the highways laid was 
actually earmarked for mainte- 


present rate) and by that time 
thousands of more miles wou!d 
have been worn away. 

The committee on government 
operations, in its report on the 
state highway maintenance sit- 
uation, gave several ways* in 
which the department could hope 
to cope with the maintenarce 
problem, both the current crisis 
and the future outlook. One of its 
recommendations was a cutdown 
on the number of roads built, 
transferring money to the needy 
maintenance fund. Another was 
a long-range formula where mon- 
ey would be available for main- 
tenance of any new roads built 
in the future. 

Georgia has too many roads 
that were not built to ‘‘stand up 
under heavy traffic.” Another 
good recommendation, then, 
would have been: Use top qual- 
ity materials in the constructing 
of all future roads, consistent with 
traffic burdens. 

The Senate committee on gov- 
ernment operations is to be com- 
mended for its diligent study into 
the maintenance crisis. lis re- 
port puts the situation in a more 
comprehensive light than any- 
thing else undertaken. Certain- 
ly the capable men in the depart- 
ment itself as well as the Gen-

WASHINGTON—There can be no more dif- 
ficult and delightful controversy for the Re- 
publican Party than deciding whether to nomi- 


nate Vice President Nixon or Gov. Rockefeller. It will be a tough 
contest because they have formidable home bases in the two most 
populous states in the Union, because there are no third- and-fourth- 
choice candidates to draw delegates away from the two contenders 
and because Rockefeller’s national political strength has yet to 


come fully into the open. 


From the standpoint of the par- 
ty and its chances of electing a 
president, it will be an almost 
pleasurable controversy because 
it can’t lead to a bad decision. 
Vice President Nixon and Gov. 
Rockefeller are both established 
national figures. Each of them 
has personal, political and ability 
assets well above the average lev- 
el of candidate material. 


For at least another nine 
months Nixon will set the pace. 
Until Rockefeller achieved his 
sensational victory in New York 
last November, Nixon was the 


lone claimant for the 1960 nomi- 
nation. He remains well in the 
lead in the public-opinion polls 
and in the favor of the leaders of 
the party in every section of the 
country.

The controversial resolutions 
indicated that the society voted 
to “‘vindicate’’ Dr. Wallace Gib- 
son and Dr. Zeb Burrell Jr. of 
charges connected with irregulari- 
ties at Milledgeville State Hos- 
pital and that the society “‘disap- 
proved the manner in which 
charges of unethical conduct 
against members of the society 
was handled.” 


The resolution disapproving the 
manner in which charges were 
handied was implied criticism of 
Dr. Bradford, Dr. Combs and Dr. 
Tom Phinizy, former member of 
the Milledgeville hospital staff 
who now is on the staff of the 
South Carolina State Hospital. All 
three had taken public stands 
against irregularities at the hos- 
pital and had cooperated with The 
Atlanta Constitution in exposing 
the irregularities. 


The resolution to ‘“‘vindicate’”’ 
Dr. Gibson and Dr. Burrell was 
contrary to a report of the five- 
member Medical Association of 
Georgia committee that investi- 
gated the hospital and criticized 
the twa doctors. 


Other doctors who said the reso- 
lutions were “‘railroaded” through 
the Baldwin society’s meeting 
were Dr. Dave Williams Sr. and

Dr. Combs said he did not feel 
that he should be subjected to 
criticism by the Baldwin society 
for “having done what I felt was 
my moral duty.” 


Dr. Combs and Dr. Phinizy 
have been praised by members of 
the MAG committee for being 
highly motivated in their desires 
to correct conditions at the hos- 
pital. They were praised for 
“courageous” action in cooperat- 
ing to expose irregularities.

“On top of this they hand weed 
the wheat,’ Boyd Orr said. “The 
new-crop looks like it is doing 30 
to 35 bushels an acre over much 
of the land, which is as good as 
we raise in England. Of course, 
we could duplicate their intensive 
methods but we can’t afford hard 
labor at $30 a week.” 


Boyd Orr said that similar as- 
tonishing results are being ob- 
tained in soya bean and cotton 
production.

This is a natural hazard which attends hav- 
ing to do one’s work in somebody else’s 
bailiwick, subject to the rules and some- 
times the personal whims of a judge you 
frequently never cl apped eyes upon before. 
Although judges differ in their conduct of 
a trial they are almost uniformly tolerant of 
unintentional errors and will give you a a he 
of friendly instruction as to the rules before 
they publicly rebuke you or fling you in 
jail for contempt. 


Judge W. A. Foster of the Tallapoosa 
Circuit is a mild and agreeable man, al- 
though he runs his courtroom with a firm 
hand. But I wonder if he knows that he 
carries a built-in provocation to contempt 
around with him in the person of that veter- 
an of 40-odd years of court reporting, Mr 
Lather Williams? 


You all remember Mr. Williams — the 
poor man’s James Thurber. He’s been 
reporting court cases in northwest Georgia 
nearly half a century, his fountain pen flying 
over his notebook, his gray hair and gray 
suit and retiring manner blending so gently 
with the surroundings that most of the de- 
fendants probably never see him at all. 


And yet the other day in Cedartown due 
to some of Mr. Williams’ writings I had to 
flee the courtroom to keep from being 
subject to a contempt fine for laughing 
aloud. While one of the lawyers read at

at some of the columns Mr. Williams has 
written for Cedartown and Dallas papers 
under the nom de plume, Phil Ossofer. I 
found myself choking so hard to keep back 
the giggles that tears came into my eyes 
and if the lawyer who had the floor had 
glanced my way he would have thought I 
was remarkably moved by his readings 
from the Georgia Code. 


Mr. Williams, if you follow his pen por- 
trait of himself, te timid Walter Mitty type 
who clings to his long underwear while 
envying brawny, athletic types who flourish 
in fresh air and exercise. He is intimidated 
by cats and sassy readers. He has been 
known to inform his public that his “‘usually 
fertile imagination is temporarily atrophied”’ 
and, apparently believing that himself, he 
recently—and temporarily, I hope—with- 
drew from the writing field.

It’s a risk, reading Mr. Williams’ works 
in the courtroom, but as a lawyer friend of 
mine likes to observe, I think the game is 
worth the candle.

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‘Committees Seek 3 
To Relax Golf Rules 


Scot, American Groups 
Also Discuss ‘Gadgets’ 


MUIRFIELD, Scotland (®—Committees of the U.S. 
Golf Assn. and the Royal and Ancient Club proposed 
Wednesday to relax the rules of golf, including a trial 
aimed at easing the controversial] penalty for out-of- 


bounds shots. 


The representatives of the two 
ruling bodies of golf met here for 
two days before the Walker Cup 
matches Friday and Saturday.

ecutive committee amendments 
for trial in the United States of 
the rules dealing with a ball out 
of bounds or unplayable and a 
provisional ball. It is expected 
that the USGA Executive Com- 
mittee will make an announce- 
ment on this subject following the 
next meeting in June.”

Colon Muscles 


Need a Rest 


How do you get out of the laxa- 
tive habit? You may have been 
interfering with the natural ac- 
tion of your digestive tract for a 
long time. 


The rebellion comes usually in 
the form of gas distress or 
cramps or a feeling of depletion 
and weakness after a stool. All 
this means that your digestive 
tract, particularly your colon, is 


reminding you that it would like | 


to get back to the way it was 
intended to behave and that is, 


‘of course, without any interfer- 
ence. 


By this time you have ac- 
quired what is usually called a 
spastic colon with all the in- 
conveniences and discomforts 
that can bring you. That type 
of colon with its tendency te 
contract in one area needs 
what any overworked part of 
man or machine needs, namely, 
rest. 


But you may say, “How can I 
rest it when it must work daily 
for me to help expel waste ma- 
terial?” It has already become 
obvious to you that whipping it 
still further with more and 
stronger laxatives has only one 
result: That is to cause more re- 
bellion. 


So, the logical thing to do is to 
give it less work to do for a 
while by putting into your digés- 
tive tract as easily digestible 
foods as possible. These are the 
so-called bland foods like white 
cereals, soft-boiled oar poached 
eggs, warm drinks of milk (not 
boiled) or coffee or tea, junkets 
or custards, and to eat them in 
small quantities every two hours 
or so. Drinking hot water reg- 
ularly during the day also soothes 
those tense tired muscles of your 
colon.

Kennesaw Getting Up Steam for General 


Folks in Kennesaw are getting up steam to have. the Civil War 
locomotive General returned to that Cobb County town from Chat- 
tanooga. The General has been the center of a controversy ever 
since Matt McWhorter, Georgia’s Public Service Commissioner and 
chairman of the Stone Mountain Memorial Assn., said that he 
wanted the locomotive for the museum at Stone Mountain. 


Then a tip revealed that the Legislature passed a resolution 
back in 1939 that the General be moved to Kennesaw as soon as 
folks there erected a suitable building to house it. 


Now, 20 years later, a Kennesaw committee under the direc- 
tion of C. W. Crocker is raising the money to build a shelter for 
the locomotive. Marietta architect Charles Harden says the build- 
ing will cost between $30,000 and $35,000. It would have been cheap- 
er in 1939. 


Meanwhile, Gov. Vandiver and other state officials are caught 
between the rock and the hard spot.
